Another Amei'iean negro is over 
in Paris these days. 


He's Paul Robcson, one of 
the 
world's great voices. He 
made 
"pi' Man River" — and "Ol' Man 
River" made him. 


America has done well by 
its 


Negro musical and entertainment 
geniuses. I was in Cab Galloway's 
Cotton Club in New York, 
along 


with some Kentucky and Virgina 
folks, the night Bill Robinson the 
famed tap-dancer celebrated 
his 


«Brd birthday — and he and Gal- 
loway joined in a tribute to 
the 
South and America. 


Fame and money have not turn- 
ed them into bitter men. 


But politics can be an evil star 


for those who have scaled artistic 
heights and then allow themselves 
to be misled. Certainly Paul Robe- 
son t was misled when he went to 
Pans to attend the 
Communist- 


dominated World Peace' 
Congress 


— and told the congress 
in 
a 
speech Wednesday: 
rz. "American negroes 
will never 


'°SJght the Soviet Union." 


His words were 
the 
identical 


words that white Communists are 
using for Russia and against their 
own countries — in France — in 
Italy — in Egland — in the United 
States. 


Robcson is crying discrimination 


against color. With a white man it 
would be either religion or econo- 
mics. In any event, what is 
the 


true worth of such a charge? 


What country is wholly perfect? 
Isn't it true that America is great 


;'0iot because she is perfect but be- 


cause she is less imperfect 
than 


other countries, including — espe- 
cially including — Russia? 


Is what Robeson complains of 


in the United States more impor- 
tant than a couple 
of economic 


facts about Russia? For instance: 


A Russian works nine hours to 


pay for his daily food — an Amer- 
ican, regardless of race or 
reli- 


gion, works but three. 


A Russian has to work' 24 hours 


a day for 13 days to buy a shirt — 


fAmt Uie same shirt costs an Amer- 
ican just three hours' work. 


Who wouldn't fight' to save a 
country such as ours? 


Robeson is wrong. 
Cab Calloway and Bill Robinson 


own a lot of shirts; and Robeson 
had 'em too — until he went to 
Paris.

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Congress Gets 
Health Program, 
Battle Assured

Washington, April 22 —(/?•)—Presi- 


dent Truman's controversial 
na- 


tional health insurance plan goes 
;o congress today. Its basis is a 
sroposal that the government pay 
the people's doctor bills with tax 
money. 


Some lawmakers expected in ad- 


vance that the plan would call for 
the government to pay also for hos- 
pital care', provide eyeglasses and 
suy expensive medicines. 


The opposition already was shout- 


ng "socialized medicine." Thou- 
sands of doctors throughout the na- 
*.ion put up $25 each to fight it. 
'Compromise" bills already 
had 


seen introduced in congress, ahead 
of the president's plan. 


The White House announced yes- 


;erday 
that 
a 
special message 


would go to congress today e"m- 
aodying Mr. Truman's health leg- 
slation. 


It may call for outlays of about 
6,000,000,000 a year and new taxes 
of nearly three per cent 
each 


against employes' pay and employ- 
ers' payrolls. It is not likely to 
pass 
this 
year, 
but 
may 
be 


brought to a showdown in the con- 


ressional election year — 1950. 
Capitol Hill 
speculated 
before- 


land the president would propose: 


1. A health insurance system cov- 


-ring 85 per cent or more of the 
population — including 
employed 


persons and the self-employed — 
and their dependents. 


2. A promise that insured per- 
ons would be entitled to medical 
and dental service for general prac- 
titioners and 
specialists, 
home 


nursing care, hospital care, labor- 
atory service, 
X-rays, 
expensive 


prescribed medicines, eye glasses 
and special appliances. 


3. Free choice of doctor and den- 
;ist by the patient, as well as the 
right to change one's choice. 


4. Leaving to every qualified doc- 


.or, dentist, nurse and hospital the 
choice of participating or not, and 
the right to accept or reject pa- 
ents. Such guarantees might ap- 
oly to organized groups of prac- 
titioners, clinics, consumer cooper- 
atives and similar health service 
slans as well,as to individuals. Hos- 
pitals that participate might be as- 
sured freedom from governmental 
supervision or control. 


5. Payment of the costs of the 


various services be met from the 
national insurance fund, instead of 
by the patient. 


6. Provision for what some call 
'grass roots" administration of the 
program, with the administration 
arried out by local citizens, in- 
luding members of the medical 
profession. 


Getting the jump on the admin- 


stration, four Republican senators 
— Taft of 
Ohio, 
H. Alexander 


Smith of New Jersey a/id Donnell 
of Missouri— introduced a • health 
)ill a week ago. They 
proposed 


'ederal expenditures of upwards of 
,250,000,000 in the next five years 
to aid states in developing their 
own health programs, rather than 
jacking a national program. 


A somewhat similar bill was of- 


fered last month, without any esti- 
mate of cost. Senators Hill (D-Ala), 
O'Conor (D-Md), Withers (D-Ky), 
Aiken (R-Vt) and 
Morse 
(R-SD) 
oined in sponsoring it. 


Under 
both 
these 
measures, 


-•ould use federal funds to pay for 
membership in 
voluntary 
health 


•md hospital insurance 
programs 


'or persons unable to afford to do 
so themselves. The American Med- 
cal Association, bitterly critical of 
the Truman program since it was 
first suggested, has proposed its 
own program, putting emphasis on 
voluntary health plans.

a time drowned out the singer. 


Anti-Communists whistled loudly 


(the 
Swedish equivalent of boos) 


and mony left the hall in protest. 
Pro-Communists 
answered 
with 


loud cheers and frantic applause. 


Following the anthem 
Robeson 


stepped to the microphone and told 
the audience he could no 
longer 


draw the line between his art and 
his political convictions. He 
said 


he wanted universal 
peace, 
but 


above all peace with the 
Soviet 
Union. . 


After the concert he said his po- 


litical activity had increased late- 
ly. He laid the reason was Presi- 
dent Truman's 
Florida 
vacation 


during the 
senate's 
civil 
right's 
filibuster.

The vbte 
was 57 to 13. 


The measure also provides foJ a 


$275,000,000 farm housing progro 
and for a research program 
o_ 


signed to spur home 
construction 


by cutting building costs. 


The fate of the bill in the houte 


— which is in recess until Mop- 
day — is uncertain. Somewhat sim- 
ilar bills passed by the senate insb 
year and in 1948 died in the >)th4r 
branch of congress. 


House opposition in the past wjs 


directed against the public housing 
feature. Some influential 
hottfje 


members still are contending thit 
it would lead to socialization of tl 
building industry. 


That argument was raised <3u|- 


ing the five days of senate debai 
on the bill, too, but it was >ve 
ridden. 


On final passage, 33 Democrat', 


joined 24 Republicans in voting fo 
the bill. Against it were two Dem 
crats and 11 Republicans.

er, now under sentence of dealt, 
is a symbol to many hero lovim 
Germans of the war they lost. Artl 
from Ihe Allied point of view, J-e 
is a dangerous man for this rei- 
son: He isn't 
the 
type the Ger- 


man people should ever come 
Jo 


regard as a martyr. 


A senate subcommillee is now 


investigating the army's 
prosecu- 


tion of Col. Peiper and 72 
other 


German soldiers. They were ac- 
cused of murdering 750 American 
prisoners and 150 Belgian civilians 
in the wintry battle of the Bulge in 


The American army's quest for 


justice in this situation has bscn 
as confused as was the battle of 
the Bulge itself. But unlike the bat- 
tle, 
it has had no decisive impact 


for gaad on the German mind. 


Thc original trial was held in 


the Nazi concentration 
camp at 


Dachau, hardly a scene renowned 
for justice. 


Of Ihe 73 defendanls 
43 
were 


given death sentences. But 
since 


Ihen there have been two official 
investigations of the trial. One was 
military, one was by 
a 
civilian 


commission. And in a final review 
of the matter Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
reduced the death sentences to SIN.

Heresy Charge 
Repudiated 
By Catholics 
Washington, April 22 — (UP)—

"heresy" 
charges 
raised 
against Boston college by 
three 


discharged teachers and a Jesuit 
priest were repudiated 
officially 


today in a new catechism issued 
by the Roman Catholic heirarchy in 
the United States. 


.Released Uy the confraternity of 


Christian doctrine after 12 years 
of preparation, the 426-page book 
lays down the basic dogma of the 
church for 26,000,000 Catholics in 
this country. 


It is the first revision in more 


than 60 years of the "Baltimore 
Catechism" which has been 
the 


church's 
standard text book of 


American high school 
and 
adult 


religious classes since the 1880's. 


Catholic dogma is not changed in 


the new Catechism, but the book 
contains new applications of doc- 
trine'to modern pooblems, such as 
labor 
relations, 
communism, 


mercy killings, slum housing 
pa- 
triotic duties and televised church 
services, no Catholic can "attend" 
mass by television if he is able to 
go to church. 


The textbook clarifies the doc- 
trine of "outside the church there, 
is no salvation" which figured 
m

The 
three 
teachers-' and Fr. 


Leonard Feeny, S. J., accused the 
Catholic college of teaching heresy 
by holding that persons could be 
saved outside the Catholic church. 
Fr. Fennoy has been "silenced" by 
the archbishop of Boston for his 
part in the controversy. 


The catechism upholds the col- 


lege and the archbishop, 
saying 


that the doctrine "does not mean 
that everyone'Who is not a Catholic 
will 'be condemned."

graces which God gives them." 


Through 499 specific 
questions 


and answers, the textbook dis- 
cusses every major teaching of the 
Catholic faith. A new feature is 
wide use of quotations of the Old' 
and New Testaments to supplement 
the answers. The Catechism warns 
against "living in debt." 
"The desire for 
pleasure 
and 


social and political ambition 
do 


not justify 
living 
beyond

means, an abuse which 
has

come a prevalent vice," it says. 


While it nowhere mentions com- 


munism by name, the section on a 
citizen's duly to his country 
ap- 


pears to say that a Catholic can- 
not join a Communnist conspiracy 
to overthrow his government. 


"A person who plots against his 


country or rebels against its legit- 
imate authority commits a grave 
sin," it says. But it adds that 
citizens have the right "to defend
